MRS. |PEROIS ANNA HARTSIG RE- 


' TURNS AFTER BIGHT YEARS 


Thought to Have Been Killed by a Rail- 
road Train and Buried Is Mourned 
by Her Family—Insane, but Recovered, 
She Regains Memory and Searches Out 
Her Husband Only to Find Him Mar- 
ried Again—A Strange Story with Many 
Odd Phases. 

Percis Anna Hartsig, wife of Jonas Hart- 
sig, supposed to have been killed by a loco- 
motive in-Detroit eight years ago while men- 
tally deranged, walked into the office of her 
son, E. A. Hartsig, in the Security Building a 
week ago last Wednesday. To her three chil- 
dren whom she met there Mrs. Hurtsig ap- 
peared as the dead come to life. They had 


cared for what they thought was her grave in 


Canada for many years. Her property had 
been divided, and her husband, sons, and 
daughters had found new homes in Chicago. 

It was a happy meetmg for the Hartsigs.

Reporters 
were carefully barred, for the officers knew 
there was a shindy coming. 

Soon after the meeting was called to order 
by Lieutenant- Commander Shaffner; E. H. 
Harrison, Secretary of the Reserve Associa- 
tion, a graduate of Annapolis in the class of 
»81 and a seaman in the First Battalion, arose 
to make a speech. It was a two hours’ speech, 
and every word of it was directed right 
straight at Lieutenant-Commander Shaffner. 
That officer was thoroughly raked fore and 
aft. Secretary Harrison made uproar over 
Commander Shaffner’s managerrent of the 
financial affairs of the battalion and referred 
to the stories that Shaffner had discharged 
men because they had talked about him, de. 
claring such actions to have been done at an 
unfortunate time and to have been ill ad- 
vised. He talked of the Commander’s or- 
dering blue flannel uniforms at a cost of be- 
tween $8 and $9 when he said white duck 
uniforms at from $2 to $3 would have done 
just as well. 


Grievances Against Shaffoer. 


Mr. Harrison also complained that the 
commander had threatened to dischange a 
seaman who acted as Secretary of a division 
meeting because he would not give up to hifm 
(the commander) a copy of the minutes of 
the meeting. Also that Shaffner presiding at 
a meeting of officers had permitted a resolu- 
tion of approval and confidence in himself to 
be entertained and that he had without right 
„ broken petty officers on the divisions, 
supposably as a means of establishing him- 
self in power. Mr. Harrison announced he 
had a resolution to offer. Commander Shaff- 
ner wanted to know what it was. Mr. Harri- 
son said he didn’t have to tell. So he went 
ahead and read the resolution as follows: 

Wurms. We, being members of the IIlinois 
Naval Reserve Association, formed for the pur- 
pose set forth in the preamble to the by- laws of 
said association, and, 


„ Whereas, It has come to our knowledge that 


the First Battalion, IIlindis Naval Militia, is in a 
demoralized condition, and, 

WuHeErReas, It is our opinion that loyalty to the 
purpose of our organization and duty to the pub- 


lic demand each to subordinate his personal de- 
sire and aim to the common interests of the 1 ma- 
jority, and, 


Wuereas, We believe that the inharmony er- 


isting arises from certain differences of opinion 
between the battalion commander on the one 
side and the officers and men on the other; and, 


Waereas, We believe the said inharmony to 


be largely due to arbitrary and unwarranted ac- 
tion on the part of the battalion commander and 


that there is no hope of an amicable understand- 


ing of the same; therefore be it 


Resolved, That as members of the aforesaid as- 


sociation we request the battalion commander to 


resign his commission in the interests of the 
service and as the wish of the majority. 


Asking a Resignation Unmiliftary. 


Commander Shaffner promptly and calmly 
‘ruled this out of ordet. He said it was un- 
military for officers to ask another officer to 
resign or tocriticise his actione. In this he 
fell back on Paragraph’ 4, Art. 1, of the Regu- 
lations of the IIunois National Guard, which 
prohibited military mén from censuring or 
praising one another. The officers admitted 
the legal strergth of. the point, but they ex- 
pressed themselves pretty plainly as to their 
desires concerning Commander Shaffner, 
Lieut. H. S. Allen, commandmg the first 
division, and Junior Lieut. H. McNulta of the 
third division both made speeches sustaining 
what Mr. Harrison had said. Commander 
Shaffner declared himself ready to entertain 
a motion to adjourn, and his son Clarence 
made a motion. It was voted down-—8 
to 36—ahd there were some more things said 
to t mmander. The meeting finally ad- 
journed without having done anything definite 
beyond displaying a distinct hostility to 
Shaffner. 

The affair probably will be fought all over 
again at the election for Lieutenant comand.- 
ing the Third Division of the Battalien tomor- 
row night.

Row Over a Lieutenant. 


Dovale came out for the office Oct. 23, two 
days before the election., Shaffner, although 
he was to be presiding officer at the election, 
wrote the new candidate a letter declaring he 
would oppose him on personal grounds. 
When the division met for the election at tue 
Second Regiment Armory Shaffner made a 
speech against Dovale. Dovale’s name nev- 
ertheless was proposed and Shaffner declared 
the meetmg adjourned. Whereupon there 
was a tremendous fuss; the division was on 
the ragged edge of mutiny. Shaffner told 
Dovale he had no business in the armory. 
Dovale defiantly invited Shaffner to put him 
out. Everybody went home mad. Soon 
afterwards the officers of the battalion had a 
meeting. Lieut. W. M. Robinson of the First 
Division offered a resolution of confidence in 
the Commander. A member of the other 
faction at once moved to table it. 
Commander Shaffner declared such an action 
would be the greatest insult that could be of- 
fered him; and said he would re-ign if the 
motion were passed. It was passed, 13 to 4. 
The commander did not resign. 

So much for the anti-Shaffner side. Com- 
mauder Shaffner declines to discuss the row 
himself. It is a most unmilitary thing for 
an officer to try to excuse his acts, he said 
yesterday. I am amenable only to my 
superiors. I have declined to resign for the 


best grounds on earth: It is a court-martial 


offense for any officer to request the resigna- 
tion of a superior officer. Will this squabble 
disrupt the battalion? No, sir. No, sir. The 
battalion will flourish long after the opposi- 
tion and myself are in our graves.”’ 


BLAZE IN DRY GOODS DISTRIOT. 


Two Gotham Buildings Damaged with 
Stocks to the Extent of $245,000. 
New York, Dec. 4.—Two fires in the dry 


goods district tonight, in the six-story brick 


building, No. 547 Broadway, immediately ad- 
joining the thirteen-story structure of Charles 
Broadway Rouss on the north, and in the 
building Nos. 131 to 137 Spring street, 
did $245,000 damage. In the second 
fire, in the rooms of M. Hermann on the 
second floor, the stock of cloaks ()was 
damaged to the extent of $20,000. The 
losses at the first fire will aggregate $225,000 
and estimates place them as follows: 
First floor—Steiner, Davidson & Co., 
fancy goods, $75,000; second, fifth, 
and sixth floors. Moch 4&4 Co., 
flowers and feathers, $50,000; third floor. L. 


Simons, flowers and feathers, $40,000; fourth 


floor, Henry J. Solomon, receiver for David 
J. Solomon & Co., neckwear, $40,000; 
building owned by the Mahoney estate, 
$20,000. The customers in the ground 
floor quickly made their exit, as did also 
seventy-five girls employed on the second 
floor, though some of the latter descended by 
means of the tire escape. The greatest danger 
was to the people on the fifth and sixth floors, 
occupied by Moch & Co, for manufacturing 
purposes, but they escaped by fire escares and 
elevators.

Derrorr, Mich., Dec. 4.—[{Special.]—A 
mob of seventy-five Poles and a posse of 
policemen had an exciting pitched battle in 
the northeastern section of the city late to- 

night. The Poles had taken possession of 
three vacant frame houses and were tearing 
them to pieces and cartimg off the débris to 
their homes to serve as firewood. When the 
police arrived the Poles refused to stop their 
destruction until batons were drawn. An ex- 
citing hand-to-hand combat ensued in which 
several Poles were beaten, Seven of them 
were locked up.

Her children looked at one another blank.

Finally oneof them blurted itfout: 

Jonas Hartsig had another wife. 

He had been married five years ago after 
three years of mourning for his wife Percis, 
whom he thought he had buried. Heis now 
living in Chicago with his second wife and 
her children. 

Mra. Hartsig’s Story. 

The story of Mrs. Hartsig is an exceedingly 
remarkable one. When her family was liv- 
ing in Detroit her mind became deranged as 
a result of ill-health. Her relatives put her in 
the Pontiac insane asylum. The physicians 
there thought her ailment could be easily 
cured, but twice within two months the 
woman escaped from this asylum and re- 
turned to her home. It was decided to send 
her again to the asylum, but Jan. 7, 1887—the 
night before the@ttendants of the institution 
were tof come for her—the insane woman 
found out their plan and slipped away from 
the house. 

She disappeared utterly. Descriptions of 
her were sent to all the police stations in De- 
troit, but none of the officers could tind any 
trace of Mrs. Hartsig. Jan. 12 the body of 
a woman, terribly battered and torn, was 
picked up on the tracks of the Detroit, Grand 
Haven and Milwaukee road at Belle River, 
Canada. This woman had been struck by an 
engine and so mangled that it was almost im- 
possible to make out any of Her features. But 
in a general way the body tallied exactly with 
the descriptaon of Mrs. Hartsig. 

Identified as Mrs. Hartsig. 

A set of false teeth found in the dead wom- 
an's mouth was declared by a dentist to bea 
set that he had recently made for Mrs. Hart- 
sig. When the body was examined many 
marks were found upon it that indicated that 
it was the corpse of the insane woman. So 
the Hartsigs claimed it as such. It was buried 
in Canada by the railroad officials, the Hart- 
sigs not being anxious to look upon it, so 
hideously was it mangled. 


Mrs. Hartsig had considerable property in 


her own name. Her will was duly probated 
shortly after this burial, and the rentals of 
her real estate have since been collected by 
her husband Jonas. 

But the body so positively identified was 
not that of Mrs, Hartsig. Mrs. Hartsig wan- 
dered in some mysterious insane fashion from 
Detroit to Benton Harbor. There the police 
took charge of her and sent her to an asylum. 
She recovered her reason and showed such 
skill as a nurse that she was given a perma- 
nent place in the asylum. 

But with Mrs, Hartsig’s recovery of reason 
there came no return of memory. She thought 


‘at first her name was Anna Hartman. 


Thought She Was Another, 

She had not the faintest recollection of her 
Detroit home, of her husband or her children. 
Nearly seven years ago Mrs. Hartsig came to 
Chicago. highly recommended by her em- 
ployés in Benton Harbor, She secured a po- 
sition as nurse in Evanston and 
prospered exceedingly. Jonas Hartsig aud 
his children had come to Chicago too. Lewis 
D. Hartsig, a son, lives at No. 1308 West 
Adams, and is employed by Hodge & Hamer, 
wholesale hardware merchants, by which firm 
the father, Jonas, is also employed. 

E. H. Hartsig has an office in Room No, 
1107 Security Building, where his sister Rose 
is also employed. 

80 Mrs. Hartsig was living within fifteen 
miles of her husband’s children; they thought 
she was buried in Canada and she had no 
recollection at all of them. 

A week ago last Wednesday Mrs. Hartsig— 
Anna Hartman she called herself—reading a 
newspaper, came by chance upon a paragraph 
stating that E. S. Hartsig of Room No. 1107 
Security W 2 Po had been iadicted for for- 


gerd. sBrought It All Back. 

The name Hartsig. brought back the lonely 
woman’s memory—she remembered her home 
ia Detroit, her children, ber real name. 

She started at once for the Criminal Court 
to see if E. S. Hartsig was really her son, and 
it so to give bond for him. She found that 


the man had given bond, Then e to 
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Weather for Chicago today: 
Fair,; slightly warmer; southwest winds. 
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the Security Building—to Room No. 1107. 
E. S. Hartsig was there, so was his sister Rose. 

The two were startled beyond the power of 
speech to see their mother walk into the 
room—they recognized her at once, yet they 
could scarcely credit their eyes. Mrs. Hart- 
sig, her memory perfectly restored, recog- 
nized her children at once. Even as she was 
giving them greeting the other son, Lewis, 
entered the office, So there was a strange 
family reunion. 

For an hour Mrs. Hartsig was so nearly 
prostrated by excitement that she could 
scarcely talk, but she was soon able to tell 
her adventures and to ask after the others of 
her family. It was then she learned of the 
second marriage of her husband; he had 
found another wife in Detroit five years ago. 

Mrs. Hartsig’s Evanston address is No. 
5117 Florence avenue and the directory gives 
her occupation asa nurse. Late last night a 
reporter for Tun Thun called ‘and suc- 
ceeded in talking to her briefly through a 
window. She absolutely refused to discuss 
the story of her disappearance from Detroit, 
her wanderings, and the discovery of her chil- 
dren. She talked excitedly and erratically. 
To all questions she said: It's none of your 
business.“ Acquaintances in Evanston have 
always regarded the woman as eccentric. 

Mr. Hartsig and his second wife are living 
in the comfortable surroundings of a hand- 
somely furnished home at No. 169 Coblentz 
street and are members of the Luke Hitchcock 
Methodist Church. A littlegirl of 4 years, 
born of this marriage, and two daughters, 
aged 17 and 11 years, chiid ren of Mrs. Hart-

Hartsig, and it was decided that Mr. Hart- 
sig would geta divorce from No, 1 and then 
he and I will remarry. 

„% No, I won't live with No. 1 again,” the 
man interjected. 

Mrs. Hartsig No. 1 was the widow of Byron 
Jones, a railroad engineer, when she married 
Hartsig. Jones, who was a brother of the 
Rev. Burton R. Jones, editor of the Free 
Methodist of this city, was killed in a 
railroad accident ten yearsago. Her maiden 
name was Peate. Her father, the Rev. 
George Peate, is a retired Methodist minister 
of Detroit, now residing at Dresden, Ont. 

The family connections of all concerned 
directly in this matrimonial error are promi- 
nent, well-to-do people of Detroit, Mich.

The man who has been longest in the civil 
service of this government is Isaac Bassett, 
the Acting Assistant Doorkeeper of the United 
States Senate. Sixtydhree years ago tomor- 
row morning Daniel Webster had Bassett ap- 
pointed a page in the Senate. and the venera- 
ble Capt. Bassett is yet hearty and well and 
able to attend to his official duties, including 
that of his familiar graceful announcements 
to the Senate when Maj. Pruden arrives with 
a m e from the President of the United 
States. It is nearly fifty-two years since the 
„confidential office Capt. Bassett dow holds 
was created for bim and he took the special 
oath administered to Senators and the few 
officers who are permitied to be in the Senate 
during secret sessions. The secret journal of 
the Senate of June 8, 1852. contains the 
following entry: “On motion by Mr. Cass 
and by unanimous consent, Ordered, that 
during the sickness or necessary absence of 
the doorkeeper or assistant doorkeeper an 
acting assistant doorkeeper be appointed by 
the President of the Senate to serve when the 
Senate is engaged on confiddntial or execu- 
tive business, who shall be sworn to support 
the Constitution and to keep the secrets of the 
Senate. Whereupon Isaac Bassett was ap. 
pointed and took the prescribed oath. And 
then the Senate proceeded with the considera: 
tion of a secret treaty. itis said that from 
the day above named Mr. Bassett was never 
but once excluded from the Senate chamber 
during secret sessions. That exception was 
when, about two years ago, the Senate was 
investigating the leaks by which the secrets 
of the Senate had been divuiged.

FATTERSON RAILROAD POOLING BILL. 


Much Opposition to an Amendment That 
Menaces the Measure. 

Wasninetrox, D. C., Dec. 4.—E. P. Wilson 
of Ohio, Chairman of the National Trans- 
portation Association, speaking today of the 
Patterson railroad pooling bili which will be 
called up in the House tomorrow, said: An 
amendment will be proposed which will prac- 
tically defeat the supervision of rates con- 
ceeded to the Inter-State Commerce Com mis- 
sion by the Patterson Dill as agreed upon 
by representatives of carriers and of 
commercial interests at a conference heid in 
Washingtoh June 13, 1894. This amend- 
ment was pressed today after the conference 
by carriers participating in that discussion, 
and is regarded by commercial interests as an 
act of pad faith on the part of the railroads 
interested. Commercial bodies throughont 
the country are bemg requested to wire their 
Congressional representatives in Washington 
to support the bill as agreed upon at that con- 
ference and as reported to the House by the 
Committee on Inter-State Commerce and to 
resist at all hazards auy amendment thereto.” 


ARMY MEN ARE DISTURBED BY A RULING. 


it May Result tn the Abandonment of 
Military Prisons. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 4.—The decision 
of Judge Hughes at Norfolk upon the applica- 
tion for a writ of habeas corpus in the case of 
maval pay-clerk Sayre has caused commotion 
in army and navy circies here, and should the 
Judge's decision be upheld, it will be neces- 


sary to devise an entirely new code of punish- 


ments to be inflicted by courts- martial. In 


effect the decision appears to be that no 


court-martial, can, in any case, whether 
the defendant be a commissioned officer or an 
enlisted man, subject him to an infamous 
punishment, which includes, of course, im- 
prisonment, as long as the defendant may be 
near a civil tribunal. This decision is based 
on the fourth amendment to the Constitution, 
the language of which is slightly ambiguous, 
and Judge Hughes apparentiy has adopted a 
construction at variance with all preceding 
decisions, and one which, if sustained, will 
result in the abandonment of ali of the mili- 
tary and naval prisons.

SILVER AND CURRENCY PROBLEMS. 


Necessity of Redemption if Coin Is 


Pointed Out. 

So long as there are in circulation under the 
authority of the government two coins unequal 
in value, but equal in legal tender qualities, 
every consideration of good faith and gound pol- 
icy requires the prompt redemption of the notes 
on presentation in the kind of coin demanded Y 
the bolder and the constant observance of suc 
administrative methods as may be necessary to 
preserve the purchasing power of the less valu- 
able metal. This is essential to the ‘continued 
circulation of our standard silver dollars and 
their paper representatives at par, and to 
abandon this policy withont substituting a bet- 
ter one in its place would not only fail to cure 
many of the evils now existing, but would entail 
upon the people of the country additional and 
greater ones. This situation is the ne¢essary ro- 
sult of three features of our currency fegisiation 
and it cannot be permanently avoided, or even 
temporarily improved, without material changes 
in our laws relating to that subject. These feat- 


ures are: 

1. e circulation of United States notes as 
currency and their current redemption in coin on 
demand. 

2. The compulsory reissue§ of such notes after 
* ee 

3. The excessive accumulation and coinage 
of silver and the issue of notes and certificates 
against it upon a ratio which. greatly overvalues 

t metal as compared with the standard unit 
of value in this and the other principal commer- 
cial countries. 

Frequent issues of bonds for the purpose of 

rocuring gold, which cannot be kept after it 

as been obtained, will certainly cause increased 
distrust among our own people, as well 
as among the people of other countries, 
and not only swell the volume of our securities 
returning from abroad, for sale or redemption, 
but increase the withdrawal of foreign capital 
heretofore invested in our domestic enterprises. 

Ordinarily, when there isno distrust of our 
currency or other discouraging influence, a con- 
siderabie part of the interest and dividends 
earned by foreign capital n this country is an- 
nually or semi-annually reinvested, and this, to- 
gether with the fact that under normal condi- 
tions the balance of the trade is in our favor, 
enables our people to meet their obligations 
prone without reducing their stock of money at 

ome. 

When Foreign Capitalists Become Wary. 


But when distrust arises, either as to our abil- 
ity to pay or as to the value of the money with 
which we intend to pay, the foreign capitalist 
not only ceases to reinvest, but proceeds to with- 
draw all his money by disposing of his American 
securities in order to protect both capital and 
income against threatened depreciation. There 
afe but two waysia which this withdrawal can 
be effected; one is for our people to export and 
sell their commodities in foreign markets to a 
sufficient amount to create a lance of credit 
iu their favorequal to the amount to be with- 
drawn, and the other is to ship gold, that being 
the only moaey recognized in the settlement of 
international baiances. 

But, independently of these considetations, our 
own people have a clear right to demand a sound 
and stable currency for use in the trensaction of 
their business at home, while their purely com- 
mercial relations with the people of other coun- 
tries upon whom the producers of exportable 
commodities are compelled wo rely for the con- 
sumption of their surplus, cannot be profitably 
maintained unless they are always in a condition 
to pay for what ** buy in as 1 money as 
they receive for what they sell. We cannot, 
therefore, rreserve our trade relations with best 
customers for our surplus products unless we 
maintain a monetary system su ially in ac- 
cord with theirs, and until they manifest a dispo- 
sition to coOperate with us in effecting a change 
upon terms just and fair to all our interests w 
ought to continue our adhesion to the gol 
standard of vaiue, with as large a use of silver as 
is 3 with the strict maintenance of that 
policy. 

Since the resumption of specie payments Jan. 
1, 1879, United States legal tender notes and 
Treasury notes issued under the act of July 14, 
1890. have been redeemed in gold tothe amount 
of $260,000,000, and all the notes go redeemed 
have been reissued and are now qautstanding. 
They are a constant menace to the gold reserve, 
and no scheme of financial reform can be com- 
plete or effectual which does not provide at least 
for their gradual elimination from our currency 
system. To continue their’ redemption and ro- 
issue under present conditions endangers the en- 
tire volume of our currency, discredits the obli- 
gations of government and people, increases the 
public debt, and seriously embarrasses the ad- 
ministration of our financial affairs. 

Uncle Sam Should Retire from Banking. 

While no proposition sbould be entertained 
that will have a tendency to . the cur- 
rency or in any degree impair public confidence 
in its safety, | am convinced that the interests of 
the country require such changes in our legisla- 
tion as will discharge the government entirely 
from the business of issuing or reissuing circu- 
lating notes and thus relieve its fiscal depart- 
ment of the periodical demands upon its re- 
sources, which, under the existing system, must 
continue to disturb the financial and general 
business affairs of the people. 

It is not the capitalist alone whose interests 
are affected by the use or threatened use of a 
depreciated or fluctuating currency and the con- 
sequent derangement and diminutionof busines s. 
A paralysis of business, whatever may be its 
cause, strikes first the wage-earner, then the man 
of moderate means, and lastly the capitalist who 
bas accumulated a surplus store of goods or 
money. 

Arbitrary regulation of the volume of circula- 
tion to be kept outstandimg is wholly inconsist- 
ent with the maintenance of a healthy financial 
condition and is the exercise of a function which 
does not properly belong to the Government of 
the United States or any other publie authority. 
Its effect is to force paper currehcy upon the 
people when it is not needed and deprive them 
of it when it is needed, thus establishing and 
maintaining ap improper and unwafranted con- 
nection between the government and the private 
business affairs of its citizens, and making their 
successful prosecution largely dependent upon 
the judgment or caprice of a superior authority 
having no interest in the transections except, 
perhaps, a partisan interest not in harmony with 
sound fiscal arrangements. 

Under our present currency system, so far as it 
consists of notes issued by the United States 
Government, the volume of circulation wag in- 
tended to be, and is, in fact, unchangeable; it is 
unalterably fixed at a certain amount, and no 
matter how great the emergency may be, it can 
be neither enlarged nor diminished. The orly 
part of the currency possessing in any degree the 
quality of elasticity is that issued by the national 
banking associations, and it is now generally 
conceded. I believe, that in this particular at 
least it has failed to meet the requirements of 
the situation at some of the most critical peri 
in business affairs of the country. 

Causes of Its Failure, 

Its failure is attributable, in my opinion, to 
three principal causes: 

1. To the targe volume of United States cur- 
rency of various kinds kept constantly outstand- 
ing, making that contraction or expansion of the 
comparatively small national bank circulation 
less effective than it would otherwise have been 

2. The difficulty and delay in procuring, and 
to some extent in retiring circulation. 

8. And mainly to the provisions of the law 
which requires the deposit of United States 
bonds to secure circulation ard restricts the 
issue of notes to 9Q@ percentof the par value of 
the bonds. 

With #900,000,000 in United States notes, 
Treasury notes of 1890, silver ceftificates and 
gold certificates, besides about $625,000,000 in 
goid and silver coins, constantly outstanding, 
none of which can be lawfully retired by the 


government without the substituting of other 


currency in its place, the national bank notes, 
which amount to only $207,500,000, or 
about 12 per cent of the whole, cannot exert a 
very effective influence upon the volume of out- 
standing currency at any tima. and espe- 
pecially at times when large contractions or ex- 
pansions are most needed. But the greatest dif- 
ficulties are encountered and the national bank- 
ing system as now organized is least effective 
when the business of the country demands quick 
expansions of the currency to meet sudden 
emergencies. 

In addition to existing obstructions to the 
prompt increase end decrease of cifeulation. the 
ninth section of the act of July 12, 1882, which 

srovides for the extension of the ¢orporate ex- 
istence, of national banks, expressly prohibits 
them from retiring their notes to a greater 
amount than $3,000,000 in the ate per 
month and advocates that no bank which made 
a deposit of lawful money in order to withdraw 
its circulation shall be permitted tamake any in- 
crease in its cireulation for a period of six months 
thereafter. These provisions are so manifestly 
in conflict with the dictates of sound policy that 
they require no comment. 


OFFERS A PLAN OF CURRENCY REFORM, 


It Is Practically the Baltimore Scheme, 
with Few Changes. 

In view of the foregoing considerations, and 

many others that might be urged in favor of a re-

For Abolition of Bank Tax.

The Secretary of the Treasury may, under proper 
rules and regulations to be established by him, 
permit State banks to procure and use in the 
preparation of their notes the distinctive paper 
usec in printing United States securities: bat no 
State bank shall print or engrave its notes in 
similitude of a United States note or certificate 
or national bank not. 

Whatever may be the objections to the issue 
and circulation of Uni States legal-tender 
paper, upon either constitutional or financial 
grounds, it has become so incorporated into 
our currency system. and constitutes so 
large a part of our active circulation 
that it could not be suddenly with- 
drawn without producing, in the present 
state of our laws, considerable disturbance in the 
fiscal operations of the government, as well as 
the business of the peopie, and therefore the 
plan now suggested provides for its gradual re- 
tirement by the use of surplus revenues hereafter 
received, a process which will probabiy require 
several years for its completion. As these notes 
cannot be retired until other forms of currency 
to an equal amount have taken their place there 
will be neither a forced contraction nor expan- 
sion of the circulation on account of the change. 

As the plan suggested proposes to exempt the 
Government of the United States from ail lia- 
bility for the redemption of national bank 
notes and places the sole responsibility upon the 
banks themselves, a guarantee fund of nat less 
than 30 per centum upon the outstanding ¢ircu- 
lation is regarded as a very proper and necessary 
e system.

AGAINST THE TAX ON STATE BANKS. 


feature of 


He Declares It Is Unja«tifiabie if Not Un- 
constitutional. 

In my opinion the imposition of a tax by the 
Federal Government upon the use of circulating 
notes, lawfully issued by State banks, is an un- 
justifiable if not unconstitutional interference 
with the authority of the several States; but its 
validity has been judicially sustained, and as it 
does not appear to be practicable to repeal it 
absolutely at this time it is proposed to avoid 
its prohibitory effect by exempting from taxa- 
tion the notes of such banking institutions as 
may be organized and conducted under condi- 
tions which will amply protect the holders of 
their paper. While direct governmental supér- 
vision is not and ought not to be provided for, 
the requirement that a bank, in order to secure 
exemption from taxation, must satisfy the ‘Secre- 
tary of the Treasury and the Controller of the 
Currency that it has complied with all the con- 
ditions imposed will enable those officials to 
adopt such measures as may be necessary in each 
case to secure every material fact involved in the 
manly. 

It will be observed that the plan submitted 

roposes the repeal of all provisions of existing 

aws which require national banks to hold a fixed 
reserve against deposits, and, as this is a depart- 
ure from the practice which has prevailed con- 
tinuously for more than thirty years, it is proper 
to state briefly the reasons which have prampted 
me to make this suggestion. When the national 
banking system was originally authorized it was 
regarded by many as a doubtful experiment at 
first and various precautionary restrictions were 
imposed for the security of the noteholders and 
depositors which practical experience has since 
shown to unnecessary and sometimes harmful. 
2 these are the requirements that bonds 
shail be deposited to secure 90 per cent of their 
par value in circulating notes and that a fixed re- 
serve, which cannot be iawfully diminished, shall 
be hold on account of deposits. Ine consequence 
of this last requirement is that when a bank 
stands in need of all it$ resources it cannot use 
them without violating the law. 
Necessity of a Reserve. 

The necessity for holding a sufficient reserve 
against deposits is not questioned, and, in fact, 
the business of receiving deposits and discount- 
ing paper ought never to be conducted without 


_it, but it should be held for actual use when the 


occasion arises. and not made legally inacces- 
sible at the very time it was theoretically sup- 
posed to be beneficial in sustaining the credit of 
the bank and affording relief to its customers. 
Under the present law when a bank finds its re- 
serve in danger of reduction below the legal re- 
quirement on account of the demands of its de- 
positors it is compelled at once to call in its 
loans, thereby increasing the distrust and 
aggravating the situation which a judi- 
cious use of the reserve wou'd have re- 
lieved; and, besides. at such times, in 
order to protect the reserve, which is then | rac- 
tically useless for all practical purposes clear- 
ing-house certificates, various forms of time 
checks aud bills and other devices of doubtful 
legality are habitually resorted to for the pur 
pose of supplying circulation to take the ace 
2 money lying idle in the vaults of the 
anks. 

To provide for a reserve which cannot be util- 
ized even at the time of the greatest stringency 
and distrust, without incurring the penalties of 
forfeiture, affords a most striking illustration of 
the impolicy of legislative interference with the 
naturai laws of trade and finance. It is not the 
duty or province of the government to control or 
regulate the private affairs of the people except 
for certain well-defined purposes, and as the 
custody and use of funds belonging to deposit- 
ors are matters which affect only the interests of 
the immediate parties they should be left to 
their own judgment and discretion. 


Cyfrency Sheuld Be Secured. 


Arne, duty of the government, so far as it has 
any duty in premises, issimply to provide 
that all the currency issued under its enthority is 
sufficiently secured to prevent its loss or depre- 
ciation in the hands of the people, who are com- 
polled to receive and pay it outin the transaction 
of business; but a bank is not dependent upon 
the government for authority to receive dpposits, 
and its use for that purpose by the public is as 
purely voluntary as the credit extended to any 
other corporation or to a private individual. 
Every prudently managed bank, if [eft free to 
conduct its own interests ana the interests of its 
depositors, will keeb on hand a reasonable ro. 
serve to meet not ontiy all the ordinary demands 
upon it, but to provide for such emergencies as 
are liable to occur in the community where it is 
located ; but 19 not to be prohibited by law

In order to provide a wider field for the active 
circulation of our silver coins and certificates, 
which now constitute about one-fifth of the entire 
volume of our currency, and to protect the Treas- 
ury as far as possible against the accumulation 
of certificates returned in payment of customs 
and other dnes to the government, it is proposed 
that no national bank noteof a less denomination 
than $10 shall be issued. The bank notes under 
that denomination outstanding amount to $63,- 
258.949 and there are also in circulation 564. 
418.831 in old United States legal-teudor notes 
in denominations less than $10, 560.193.658 in 


eTreasury notes of 1890, and 181,047,547 in sil- 


ver certificates, making in the aggregate $318,- 
618,985 in small notes, or only about 619.000. 
000 less than the entire issue of silver certifi- 
cates. The fact that our circulating medium is 
22 of so many different kinds of currency 
would seem to require the enactment of such 
legislation as will provide a place in which each 
can be safely and conveniently used. and as this 
can be done without diserimination against any 
of them it opght not to ve omitted from any plan 
which proposes permanent changes in the sys- 
tem. The policy of various other countries in 
this respect appears to have enabled them to 
avoid the difficulties encountered here in the at- 
tempt to keep the less valuable coins. and their 
representatives in cireulation without derange- 
ment of the currency or disturbance of the pub- 
lic finances. 


Pians in European Countries, 


Great Britain, with $555,000,000 in gold and 
only 112,000,000 in silver, none of which is full 
legal tender, autborizes the issue of no note of a 
less denomination than £5, equal to $24.33; 
France, Belgium, and Italy, with #976,000,000 
in gold and $518,300,000 in legal tender silver, 
issue no notes of a less denomination than 20 
francs, or $3.86; Holland, with $27,600,000 in 
gold and 858. 40C. 000 in legal tender silver, issues 
no paper below 25 florins, equal. to $10.05; 
Spain, with 640.000.000 in gold and $126,000,- 
000 in legal tender silver, issues nothing below 
25 pesetas, or $4.72; Denmark, Sweder, and 
Norway, with $28,000,000 in gold and $12,100,- 
000 in limited legal tender silver, have no paper 
under 10 crowns, or $2.68; and Austria-Hungary, 
with $130,.000,000 in gold and $81,000,000 in 
legal tender silver, is gradually retiring all notes 
under 10 crowns,or 84.04. None of these countries 
have any paper based exclusively upon silver 
as we have, and consequentiy’ all payments 
made in sums less than the denominations of 
notes mentioned must be made in actual coin, 
which would not be the case here if the recom- 
mendation now made should be comphed with. 
Our stock of full legal tender silver coins is 
larger in proportion to the stock of gold than in 
any of the countries named, except Holland, 
Beigium, and Spain, and yet we continue to ob 
struct their circulation by the issue of small 
United States notes and nk notes, which 
serve the purposes of the people in their daily 
transactions no better than the coins or certifi- 
cates based upon them. 

The experience of this country under the act of 
Feb. 8, 1874, which limited silver certificates to 
denominations of $10 and over. and under the 
act of Aug. 4 1886. which removed that restric- 
—— the belief that the chauge now pro- 
posed would result in a greatly increased use of 
silver coin and certificates, and that they would 
be much less likely to return to and remain in 
the Treasury than at present. At the time of the 
passage of the act last referred to, permitting the 
issue of silver dollars not represented by certifi- 
cates in denominations of one, two, and five 
dollars, standard silver dollars had accumulated 
in the Treasury to the amount of $83,959,980, 
although the total coinage up to that date was 
only $235,643,286. Within four months after 
that date, althuugh in the meantime the coinage 
was progress at the usual rate, the amount of 
free silver held in the Treasury was reduced to 
$71,259.568, and it continued to decrease, on ac- 
count of the demand for small certificates, until 
it became so reduced that further issues of cer- 
titicates had to be limited, pra@tically, to th 
current coinage of the dollars. ; 


REVENUE REFORM AND THE TARIFF. 


Declaration for as, Large a Free List as 
Possible. 

On the subject of revenue reform the Secre- 
tary continues, 

If this country is to utilize to the fullest extent 
the opportunities offered by its geographical po- 
sition, natural resources, and the mechanical 
skill and commercial enterprise of its ple it 
must adhere steadfastly and aggressively to the 
revenue policy inaugurated by the present Con- 
gress at its last session. The reduction of taxa- 
uon to the lowest point compatible with the col- 
lection of revenue sufficient to maintain an effi- 
cient public service is a duty which, upon the 
plainest principles of justice, every government 
owes to its citizeus under ail circumstances: but 
when the taxation is imposed in such form and at 
such rates as to increase the cost of living and 
obstruct the processes of industry and trade this 
duty becomes still more imperative, and a failure 
to discharge it when the power exists is a gross 
violation of the public trust and confidence. 

For many years our tariff laws have been framed 
upon the theory chat the wealth of the country 
could be increased by imposing burdens upon the 
people and that the prosperity of our industries 
could be promoted by increasing the cost of pro- 
duction. And the result has been that net profits 
of labor and capital constantly diminished until 
they reached a point which made further develop- 
ment of our resources almost impossible. But 
little opportunity was afforded for the exten- 
sion of our manufacturing and mechanical in- 
dustries, or for the growth of our trade at home 
or abroad, and thus the farmers and other pro- 
ducers of the country were confronted by a situa- 
tion which compelled them to receive diminished 
rewards for increased production. 


Extols the Wilson Bill. 


A change was demanded by every consideration 
of public duty and private interest, and, although 
the recent legislation did not accomplish ail that 
was expected or desired, it inaugurated a policy 
which it is hoped and believed will ultimately 
rosult in a great improvement in our industrial 
condition and a corresponding enlargement of 
our international and internal commerce. In 
the prosecution of this policy no temporary check 
or apparent diversion of the public mind to other 
subjects should be permitted to diminish our 
confidence in our financial success or weaken our 
determination to maintain a consistent advocacy 
of its claims to the favorable consideration of 
the people. On the contrary, reverses should 
stimulate increased efforts and every movement 
hereafter made should ba a step forward in the 
direction of freer trade and a more equal distri- 
bution of the rewards of industry. 

The raw materials used in the production of 
commodities for the use of the people in their 
homes and in their various industrial pursuits 
should be free from taxation in order that the 
burdens of labor may be lightened, the oppor- 
tunities for employment increased, and the pec- 
essaries of life made more abundant and less ex- 
pensive. If our industries are to be profitably 
conducted reduced cost of production must pre- 
cede or accompany reduced prices of the finished 
product, and as cheap commodities increased 
consumption the interests of all classes wiil 
promoted by removing the obstructions which 
deny our skilled laborers and artisans access to 
the world's store of raw materials. 


Wants Free Iron and Coal, 


The late act, while it places upon the free list 
a considerable part of most import raw mate- 
rials used in our manufacture, left iron and lead 
ores and bituminous coal, together with several 
other articles of less consequence, still dutiable, 
thus not only failing to put in force a consistent 
system of revenue reform bat leaving some of 
our most valuable industries ata great disad- 
vantage as compared with their rivals different- 
ly located. 

There are other defects, consisting of ambig- 
uous phraseology in some of the paragraphs and 
Anconsistent and excessive rates of duty in some 
of the scheduies, a correction of which would be 
in harmony with a policy of progressive reform 
upon a basis of equal justice to producers and 
consumers and would not affect the revenues to 
any considerable extent. Advantage should be 
promptly taken of every opportunity to remove 
all these objectionabie features from the act in 
order that our legislation may be made to con- 
form as speedily as possible to the pledges given 
to the people and to the demands of public senti- 
ment on this subject. 


BANKERS DISAGREE WITH CLEVELAND. 


They Think the President and Carlisle 
Are Not Sound on Finance. 

Battrmore, Md., Dec. 4.—{Snecial.]— 
Many prominent bankers of this city inter- 
ested in the Baltimore plan,“ after reading 
President Cleveland's message. do not hesi- 
tate to say he is not sound on questions of 
finance and that his opinion is but a reflection 


,of that of Secretary Carlisle, whom they do 


not believe to be an authority on such mat- 
ters. While admitting the President prac- 
tically indorses the Baltimore plan they 
declare that some of his suggestions 
ure not at all ractical. Vice-Presi- 
dent Baker of the Third National Bank 
said the bankers will not agree to the Presi- 
dent’s suggestion to do away with the national 
bank bonds and the depositing with the gov- 
ernment by each bank of 30 per cent of its 


circulation as a protection to the gold re- 


serve. Such a rule would disrupt the national 
and cause complications 


credit. Another prominent banker said: The 
President may believe he is all right on 
his -‘tinancial policy, out it strikes 
me that his mind is biased by the report of 
Secretary Carlisle, whom every one who 
knows anything about it says is not sound on 
questions of finance. Carlisle favors the 


decrease in the circulation during last month 
due, of course. mainiy to the fund:ng opera- 
tions connected with the new $50,000,000 
loan. The conspicuous changes are decreases of 
more than $34,000,000 im gold coin and 
about 85.

gold certificutes, $3,500,000 in greenbacks, 
and about $80,000 in national bank circula- 
tion; while on the other hand currency cer- 
tificate circulation increased $3,000,000, 
silver Treasury notes about $2,000,000, an 
standard silver dollars, subsidiary silver, an 
silver certificate circulation increased a little 
more than $1,000,000 each. The Treasury 
money and bullion fund, in consequence of the 
funding ny er ne shows a big increase, 
Gold coin hold in the Treasury increased 
$36,628,941, gold bullion holdings. $2, 107. 
631. silver bullion $89,660; while the Treas- 
ury lost about two millions in silver Treasury 
notes and about three-quarters: of a million 
each in national bank notes, standard silver 
dollars and subsidiary silver. Altogether 
there was a net increuse of $38,262,619 in 
the money and bullion fund, mainly in gold 
coin.

MRS, LAMB ASKS FOR A REOFIVER. 


Thinks One Should Be Named for the 
Great Western Manufacturing Company. 
Mary J. Lamb, who obtained judgment 

against the Great Western Manufacturing 

company in the Federal Court Saturday, 
made application yesterday in the United 

States Circuit Court for the appointment of a 

receiver to take charge of the affairs of the 

company. A fieri facias was placed in the 
hands of the United States Marshal for the 
collection of the judgment, amounting to 
$15,500. The Marshal return4d the writ the 
same day, being vnable to find anything upon 
which to levy an execution. The property of 
the company in Chicago had been assigned to 
the First National Bank as security for the 
loan of $100,000. Mrs. Lamb in her ap- 
plication for a receiver alleges that the 
company has assigned and transferred all of 
its property in this and adjoining States in 
order to protect itself.. She asserts there are 
a number of etockholders in the company 
whose subscriptions are due and unpai l. In 
addition she alleges that the company has ac- 
counts and assets which can be realized upon 
if they can be found. For the purpose of re- 
covering her 8 * she asks that a receiver 
be appointed, No time was set for the hear- 
ing of the application, which is returnable at 
the Jacuary term of court. The Great West- 
ern Manufacturing company has a capital 
stock of $1,500,000, mostly represented by 
patents and franchises. ts liabilities are 
— to be $300,000, with assets of 5700,

To Mrs. Bernice Baker, a sister, 
is left $2,500. Five hundred dollars is given to 
each of the following persons: Frank M. Nelsom 
Baker, Mrs. Mary Baker, and William P. Hill- 
ia The balance of the estate is left to the 
widow and son Edward. 


Heavy Probate Court Business. 


The final report of Roger C. Sullivan, Clerk 
of the Probate Court, has been sent to the Coun- 
ty Treasurer. The report is for six months end- 
ing Dec. 2. During that time estate; valued at 
56.000, 000 have been admitted to probate. The 
earnings of the office for the six months has been 
$58,659. The costs released in poor estates 
amounted to 89.930. The total amount collected 
during the last six months by the late Clerk was 
535.329. The total expenses of overating the 
office, including the Clerk’s salary, was $32,061. 
This left a balance of $3,268, which was turned 
over to the Treasurer. During the last year 
2.338 “deceased estates have passed through 
the Probate Court. Six hundred and forty-four 
minor estates and fifty-cicht insane cases have 
also been adjudicated. The work of the Cook 
County Probate Court is thus shown to be almost 
the heaviest in the country. 


Badenoch Brothers in Court. | 
The Home National Bank and Albert M. Bill- 
ings have filed a creditor's bill in the Circuit 
Court against John J. Badenoch, Joseph Bade- 
noch Jr., and J. Clemence Badenoch. who com- 
posed the firm of Badenoch Bros. The court 
has also issued an injunction to restrain the 
Englewood Lumber company from paying any 
money to the defendants or from collecting any 
rents that may be held in trust by it for the bene- 
fit of the defendants. The firm of Badenoch 
Bros. assigned tothe Chicago Title and Trust 
company and it is claimed the assignee trans- 
ferred a lot of assets to Edward D. Alexander a 
short time afterwards. Since then it is claimed 
that the defendants have been enjoying an in- 
come from this property obtained through the 
lumber company.

Judge Payne heard arguments yesterday on the 
application of Howard Greer for a receiver for 
the Morris Sellers company and also for an in- 
junction restraining the Sheriff from levying on 
the property under judgments confessed by Mor- 
ris Sellers, the President and Treasurer. A bill 
was yesterday filed in the Superior Court by 
Sellers in the name of the company against How- 
ard Greer to compel him to carry out an alleged 
contract for the sale of certain patents.

LOOAL BANKERS NOT ENTHUSIASTIO 
OVER OURRENOY LEGISLATION. 


President Cleveland’s Blan Is Not Received 
with Special Favor—Disposition to Go 
Siowly in This MattereBears Have 
Their Turn in the Steck Market—Ele- 
vated Stecks Go Down and Elevated 
Bonds Advance—Sterling Market Is 
Heavy—Street Railway Featureless. ' 

Chicago bankers are not at all enthusiastic 

over President Cleveland’s recommendations 

regarding currency legislation. It is doubt 


ful, indeed, if there is any single plan that“ 


would cail out anything like the unanimous 
support of the local bankers. They are not 
all by any means agreed that any legislation 
is necessary, and they feel pretty cer- 
tain that no legislation will be accomplished 
by the present Congress. 

This epidemic of discussion of the matter 
of currency legislation, said one banker, 
is all very interesting, but it is not at all 
likely to be anything. So important a thing 
as legislation affecting currency must cer- 
tainly be gone at slowly. About everybody 
in financial circles has suddenly come for- 
ward with a plan for a new currency and 
sweeping legislation affecting the currency 
question. The discussion of these matters 
by various clubs and through the newspapers 
and magazines is certainly desirabie and will 
tend to educate the people, but I believe it 
will amount to little more than that, The coun- 


try is not by any means going to plunge head- 


long into some new currency scheme at the pres- 
ent time, and it is much more likely there will be 


discussions extending over a good many months 
before there will be 


any action which is ail 
radical.“ 

The bears had their turn in the market yester- 
day. The price of the present speculative favor 
ite went off and the rooms liberally sold it short. 
Alley stock opened at 24%, touched 25, and sold 
down to 23%, closing at 24. When it began to 
break the whole room turned bearish and there 


was a good deal of short selling. The indica- 


tions are that the market closed yesterday with 
at least a moderate line of short stock outstand- 
The people who are the most potent in 
making prices for this stock arestill bullish. al- 
though they appear t be in sympathy with the 
break in quotations yesterday, for they seemed 
to want still more stock and are not inclined 
to run prices up on themselves to get 
it. The action of the market for 
elevated railroad bonds indicated that 
the weakness in elevated stocks was incidental 
to the speculative situation rather than because 
of any unfavorable developments in regard to 
the property itself. The bonds of all the ele- 
vated companies were exceptionally strong, and 
quotations of some advanced ‘The ki The Lake 
Street bonds sold up to 69% The Metropolitan 
bonds, however, took the sharpest jump, seiling 
up to 74. They sold at 70 two days ago. The 
extension 5s of the Alley company are firm at 
54, and the first mortgage 5s advanced to 76%. 

The market for the street railways was feature- 
less. West Side was inactive and the ran of 
quotations small. It opened at 1304, and closed 
at 130%. North Side was stronger, although 
there was practically no trading in it. A few 
shares soid at 266. 

The ball pool in Street’s Stable Car stock 
seems to have lost its grip. Quotations have 
slipped back easily to 17 and the market is no 
longer active. Bulls on the stock maintain with 
confidence that tt is the elevated situation which 
makes the stock much more valuable than the 
present quotations, but they are keeping that ele- 
mont a mysterious secret.

UNION ELEVATED RAILWAY RULES, 


By-Laws Under Which the Corporation Is 
to Be Governed, 
The election of Le Grand W. Perce Presi- 
dent and Edward Koch Secretary of the 
Union Elevated railway company Monday 
was followed yesterday by the filing 
with the Recorder of Cook County 
ef the by-laws of the loop com- 
pany. The first article set forth that the com- 
pany’s officers are to consist of a President, 
Vice-President, and Secretary and Treasurer. 
The offices of Secretary and Treasurer are 
to be held by one person. The officers are to 
be chosen by bailot by and from the Board of 
Directors. The annual meeting is to be 
held the first Monday in December, 
and each stockholder has one vote 
for each share of his stock. 
Special meetings may be called on thirty 
day# published notice. Two-thirds of the 
full value of stock must be represented for 
the transaction of business. The Board of 
Directors consists of five persons, annually 
elected from the stockholders. A majority 
of the board is to constitute a quorum and 
may make all rules necessary for the transac- 
tion of the company’s businéss which shail 
not conflict with the by-laws. The Board of 
Directors will hold monthly meetings the 
first Monday of each month, and at their first 
meeting after the annual election of directors 
they shall elect a President, Vice-President, 
Secretary, and Treasurer. Under an article of 
the by-laws the President may call a special 
meetmg of the directors at any time, as may 
also any two members who shall 
their wish known to the Secretary. 
President and two members of the board 
shall form an Executive committee. All ac- 
tions of the Executive committee must be re- 
ported to the Bard of Directors, The com- 
pensation of officers, agents, and em pioyés 
shali be fixed by the Board of Directors. The 
President must sign all contracts, checks. and 
certificates of stocks. The Secretary is to keep 
the stock books and prepare and issue stock 
certificates. The books of the Treasurer are 


to be examined by the Executive committee 


once a month, No transfer of stock is to be 
of effect until itis shown on the books that 
the outstanding certificate has been returned 
and the new one issued.. The by-laws may 
be amended at à regular meeting.

There was a meeting of the local 
board commission of the union which has the 
State of Iowa under supervision yesterday 
afternoon and after discussion of the matter 
it was decided to defer the war in rates no 
longer. As a result of this the union com- 


pact managers in Des Moines, Davenport, 


Sioux City, and Council Bluffs will receive 
letters this morning ordering all the farm 
rates off throughout the State and reducing 


the rate on dwellings in fire department 


towns from 50 cents for one year or $1 for 
three years with an added amount for ex- 
posures, to a uniform rate of 20 cents for 
one year or three years for 50 cents, and with 
no additions for exposures. 

Last September the union n farm 
rates off and a reduction in rates in Des 
Moines on dweilings to 20 cents for one year 
or 50 cents for three years. This was the re- 
sult of the action of the Iowa State companies 
and of non-union or resident companies in 
offering agents commissions of from 25 to 
40 per cent on all preferred business, thus 
getting the cream of business and leaving 
the union companies to carry the less desir- 
able risks and special hazards. Thie same ac- 
tion was taken by the non-union, non-resident 
companies, particularily the companies doing 
business in Milwaukee, in Rockford, and in 
Freeport, and some of the larger of the East- 
ern companies who are not members of the 
union. The fight had been a bitter one, ex- 
tending over several years, and by reason of 
the payment of these large commissions the 
lowa State category and the others, in- 
cluding in the category those paying excess 
com missions, in taking 
cream of the vost . — and had made money

The rate was suspended, therefore, and 
a number of meetings followed, It was found 
impossible to get the required number of sig- 
natures by Nov. 1, and there was a further ex- 
tension made to Nov. 15, and then to Dec. 1.

OMAHA THEATER BUILDING BURNS, 


Frame Structure Covering Three-quarters 
of a Block—Church Gees with It, 
Omana, Neb., Dec. 4.—At 5 o’clock this 
morning fire broke out in the Exposition Hall, 
covering three-quarters of a block on Four- 
teenth and Fifteenth streets and Capital ave- 
nue, destroying it together with the First Bap- 
tist Church, Fifteenth and Da veuport streets.

THE STATUS OF SILVER. 

Tables computed by the Director of the 
United States Mint Bureau show that at the 
close of last year silver to the amount of nearly 
4,056 miilion dollars was in circulation in 
the different countries of the world. A little 
more than half of this amount circulates at a 
ratio of 16 ounces or less of silver tc one 
ounce of gold. the list including the following 
countries. two or three of the smaller afnounts 
being open to doubt: ;

The countrice named in the first list have 
restricted or ceased the coinage of silver and 
by dint of such restriction of volume are 
Able to hold up their silver money to a coin 
value of about double the actual builion 
value. The countries named in the second 
list “enjoy the advantages of free silver 
and inevety one of them the silver money 
circulates only at its builion sralue. In every 
one of these States where they have adopted 
the iree coinage of silver, ot have not made 
provision for sustaining the silver by means 
of gold, the silver :coins have a purchasing 
rower of only one part in 32 of that pos- 
sesaed by an equal weight of gold. It takes 
32 ounces of silver to buy as much as can be 
purchased with a single ounce of gold. This 
is true of the reward or wages of labor as of 
the prices of commodities, the things which 
are produced by labor. A man will work as 
long for one ounce of gold as he would work 
for 32 ounces of silver. Everywhere in the 
free sjiver countries the silver is worth for 
money purposes only its builion value, 
whether for the purchase of labor, of food,

does but half as much, as an equal weight 
does in the really and truly bimetailic 
countries named in the first list. those being 
the ones in which silver is held up to parity ”’ 
with gold, and thus collectively has a work- 
ing power a billion doliars greater than it 
would have if those countries were on the 
free silver basis like the lands named in the 
second list. 

The advocates of free silver want to have 
this advantage destroyed in the United States. 
They want all our silver to circulate on the 
32 to-1 basis, so that the 625 millions of sil- 
ver money now in the country would have a 
buying power of but a trifle over 810 millions, 
the other half being deliberately abandoned. 
They really mean 32 to 1 when they talk of 
16 to 1.“ They really are fighting to have 
silver cMculate at its intrinsic or bullion 
value, as it does in the countries in the sec- 
ond list, and to have all the gold driven out. 
They think the amount of silver money in 
the United States has a value double what it 
ought to be, that it buys twice too much, and 
they falsely allege it would de to the advan: 
tage of the people to abolish half of 
that buying power, at the same time 
that they claim there is not enough money in 
the country. While they ha ve a flood of mud- 
dy, sedimentary talk with which they seek to 
diaguise their real sentiments, this is what it 
all means, They never chn get through their 
pates the idea that purchasing power plays 


| any part with money, and they never have 


apything to say about the terrible mischief 
that would be caused by adopting the 32 to 1 
basis. They keep quiet about the fact that to 
adopt their crazy quilt scheme not only would 
take away atone stroke neatly 315 million 
dollars of workmg power from the silver 
money of the United States, but that it would 
strike off 2,300 million dollars from the value 
of the bank depbsits, 40 per eent of which are 
to the credit of the toiling classes. 

When told that all the credits would be cut 
down one-half the only reply they can make 
is that it would not ruin anybody, because 
the man who has half his property left is 
not a beggar.’’ But what good could come 
of half ruin the millions of toilers who 
have money in the banks? What would one 
of these cranks think of an insurance com- 
pany which refused to pay insurance on a 
house that had burned down, alleging that the 
person insured had the land left, and there- 
fore was only half ruined ’’? Suppose the 
crank was the sufferer, and was met by such 
a rebuff when he applied for the insurance, 
what would he think of the company? He 
would denounce it as an outrage meriting the 
most severe punishment. But he would be 
attacking his own argument in favor of de- 
basing the currency one-half by -adopting 
tree coinage at the ratio of 16 to 1.“ 


NO REFORM WITHOUT A STATUTE. 

Mayor Hopkins’ reform commission; ap- 
pointed to prepare a plan for the reorganiza- 
tion of the Police Department and its divoree- 
ment from politics, has prepared some rules 
and regulations which in themselves are ex- 
cellent. But for them to be of any value, 
real and lasting value, there must be a Mayor 
who will enforce them not because he wants 
to but because he has to. ; 

The defect of the work of the commission 
is stated clearly by Mr. Rubens, one of its 
members. He says, Of course our sugges- 
tions are in no way binding, and if the Mayor 
should adopt them for the regulation of the 


Police Department during bis administration 


they could be set aside by his successor.”’ Or. 
as Mr. Rube ns did not state, they could be 
adopted by the Mayor next week and set 
aside or nullified three months hence if Dem- 
ocratic success at the Mayoralty election 
seemed to require it. So much for the work 
of the vom mission. ; 

At the last meeting of the Council Ald. 
Mann introduced an ordinance providing for 
the adoption of civil service methods in all 
branches of the municipal government. His 
ordinance provides for a board of four Civil 
Service Commissioners, two from each party. 
nominated by the Mayor and confirmed by 
the Council, whose duty it shall be to prepare 
rules governing the appoiat ment and removal 
of city employés. 

The main teatures of the Alderman’ s plan 
are excellent, but if it were adopted it would 
have no binding force except when there was 
a Mayor in office who beliéved in civil service 
reform and who had the firmness to stand up 
against the intolerable pressure of the poli- 
ticlans determined to have control of the 
patronage and threatenimg the political death 
of the mau or men who refusen to give if to 
theni. mess 

Were the Alderman’s ordinance passed by 
the Council other Aldermen would be the first 
to urge the Mayor to break it. They are in 
the habit of getting large chunks of patron- 
age and if they pass any: self-denying ordi- 
nance it will be with the expectation of find- 
ing an easy way to nullify it. 

None of these measures cai be relied on to 
work a reformation. What is needed is a law 
which Mayors will not dare to break, making 
itan offense for them to go into politics, 
dragging their armies of city employés after 
them. Without such a law as this, with good 
stiff penalties for a violation of it, “hese Coun- 
cil ordinances and plans of commissions aro 
no better than mere promises to pay made by 
irresponsible parties and secured by nothing. 
With such a law such pians and ordinances 
will be of unquestioned value. 


A BLOW FOR THE cUCK0OS. 

Senator Cullom said to a TRIBUNE corre- 
spondent who interviewed him after his ar- 
rival at Washington: 

We will do but little or nothing for the present. 
The sentiment of both Senate and House is to 
stand aside and watch the course of events. One 
thing is certain and thatis that we are not going 
to make any plunges. We could not if we would, 
and we would not if we could. re@nact the Me- 
Kinley bill law as it was passed in 1890. When 
we get the power we shall probably make 4 pro- 
tective tariff law on a fair protective basis, but 
it will be done irrespective of the law now in 
force or that we passed in 1890. For instance, I 
believe the Republicans pow are ready to help 
take the differential duty away from refined 
sugar as urged by the President. Yes, that is a 
protective duty, and under the McKinley law the 
refiners were given a protection of haif a cent a 
pound, but it was too much. That's all there is 
to it. It will de and should be decreased. The 
Republicans hope to give the country a rest. Our 
tariff legislation will bo on new lines, made nec- 
cessary by new conditions and in no condition 
will be radical. 

This will hardly be satisfactory to the 
cuckoos. The sentiments of the Senator are 
not those of the papers which have begun 
their usual post-election clamor for a prohib- 
itory tariff, nor are they those of the mill 
bosses, who want prohibitory duties so that 
they may lont the consumer with no benefit 
to the workingman, who is deprived of any 
share of the excessive profits. 

It is easy to imagine the horror with which 
the editors of the rural cuckoo papers will 
read Cullom's statement that there was a 
duty in the McKinley law which gave t do 
much protection. Not one of them wants 
admit the possibility of such a thing. I 
deny that the mill bosses can be protected 
much. They are put in an awkward position. 
They dare not call Cullom a free trader, be- 
cause if they did he would not give them 
the postoffices. Nor do they see how they. can 
call other people free tradera with propriety 
for saying what Cuilom says. Perhaps they 
will come to the conclusion that they wouid 
have dune better to remain where they were 


during the campaign, instead of yelling for a | 
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prohibitory tariff because the people voted 
against free trade. 

The outcome will be that they will choke 
down their prohibitory tariff sentiments. Mr. 
Nixon, who has an arrangement with Senator 
Culiom by Which he is to have the disposal of 
a couple of offices in return for his services 
in depriving Chicago of a Senator and letting 
Springfield have two, will be quick to take 
the cue. He will not venture to criticise the 
master, the promisor of fat offices, when the 
Republicans come into power, for were he to 
do so the party of the first part might say that 
the contract whereby he agreed to hand over 
the offices was abrogated.

TO ROB EIGHT MILLION PEOPLE. 

Controller Eckels has obtained statements 
from a large number of, State and private 
banks, in addition to the official reports 
which the national banks furnish. As a re- 
sult he estimates that tne total number of de- 
positors in all classes of banks reporting is 
8,143,665 and the total deposits $4,620,- 
431,230. 
one in eight of all the men, women, and chil- 
dren in the United States is a, depositor in 
bank, and the average of deposits is $567 per 
depositor. The number is surprising. If the 
very numerous impecunious colored people 
of the Southern States, the poor whites in that 
section, and the great numbers of people in 
rura' districts farther north, who hardly know 
what a bank is, were left out of the count the 
depositors probably would amount to not less 
than one in six of the rest. Hence consider. 
ably more than one person out of every two 
average iamilies is adepositor of money in 
bank and has a standing account there. 

More than eight millions of people have 
money to their credit, and every one of these 
would lose 50 per cent of the value of the 
money so deposited if the demands of the 
free coinage advocates were yielded to. Most 
of the money they have placed on deposit is 
loaned out by the banks on interest, but the 
borrowers are to be numbered by thousands 
instead of by millions. There may bea great 
many thousand borrowers, but the number is 
small by the side of that of the lenders, Yet 
the former are the only persons it is proposed 
to benefit by the slump to a silver basis, if we 
except a very few who are interested directly 
in silver mining. If the adoption of free cgin- 
ege would work the good claimed by those 
who advocate it that good would inure to the 
few at the cost of loss to the many. Several 
depositors would suffer the loss of half their 
accumulations for every one who gained an 
advantage by being allowed to pay his debts 
with dollars worth only half as much as the 
dollars he had agreed to pay, and without 
any increase in the number of coins because 
of the shrinkage in the value of each coin. 

The enormity of the proposed steal is all 
the greater from the fact that most of the 
borrowers, all the larger ones, are property- 
holders, who are to become owners of the 
property when they have paid for it. The 
persons from whom they bought would not 
have sold at the prices they did had they 
known they were to receive pay ina debased 
currency. The buyers took the property on 
the basis of full worth dollars. To allow 
them to call the transaction square on the 
payment of the same number of half worth 
dollars would be to cheat the seller, provid- 
ed the latter had to receive the money. But 
in a very great number of cases he has got 
through with the business. The purchaser 
borrowed from others the money with which 
to make full pay ment. Those others are 
persons who preferred to keep their savings 
in money to be lent to others instead of buy- 
ing for themselves. For most of them it may 
truly be said they were unable to buy, not 
having enough money to make the first pay- 
ment. The money capital of many little 
savers goes in to form the aggregate necessary 
to make one large loan, If the silver men 
should carry the day all these would be robbed 
for the sake of allowing the one borrower to 
get full title to the property by paying only a 
portion of its value. The lenders, that is the 
real owners of the money which has been 
loaned, most of whom have no other capital, 
are to lose half of it, while the borrowers are 
to keep possession of the property, which 
straightway they could turn round and sell for 
double the number of half worth dollars if 
prices advanced as the scoundrels who urge 
the free silver steal say they would do. 

A nefarious scheme truly. A more rascally, 
scoundrelly thing never was proposed to be 
done under cover of the law. To find a paral- 
lel to the transaction we should have to go 
back to the times when pirates on the ocean 
and outiaws on the land robbed at their own 
sweet will, acknowledging no law except the 
right of the strongest to take all he could get 
into his clutches and keep it till he met some 
stronger one than himself to take it away 
from him. Fortunately for the cause of hon- 
esty the voters among the eight million bank 
depositors in this country and the others who 
do not favor scoundrelisin were sufficiently 
numerous to give the fiat money fellows and 
the half-worth dollar sharks a sound beating 
at the polls a month ago. 

Tue Council at its meeting of Monday 
evening adopted an ordinanceon special as- 
sessments which is in the direction of reform 
an 1 will result in an important reduction of 
taxes if it be honestly adininistered. It pro- 
vides that on all improvements hereafter to 
be made by special assessment the total cost 
for inspection shall not exceed one-half of 1 
per cent, and the total expense for clerical, in- 
spection, engineering, and all other help and 
for court costs shall not exceed 4 per cent of 
the total of any assessment levied. This pro- 
vides for an economical expenditure of the 
money of property-owners, and now it re- 
mains for those responsible to see to it that 
the assessments actually made do not exceed 
the cost of the work with these items added. 
It assessments and collections are allowed to 
be made far in excess of what is required for 


to absorb part of the superfluous money in 
extras and to keep the rest back from the tax- 
payers. The preamble to the ordinance states 
that double the number of men needed have 
been employed on all classes of special as- 
sessment work as inspectors. No one can 
doubt that the number has been four or six 
times larger than required for the amount of 
work actually done by these inspectors, so 
that there is room not only to cut down the 
force. but to see to it that the smaller num- 
ber act {for the interests of the taxpayers in- 
stead of looking out for those of the con- 
tractor. There isa vast amount of corrup- 
tion connected with the business that will 
need something besides the passage of an ordi- 
nance to abolish it.

Tun -Washington correspondent of the 
Record has been looking into the matter of 
the President's recommendation that the 
United States shall pay Great Britain $425,- 
000 as damages growing out of the fur-seal 
controversy recentiy adjudicated by the Ber- 
mg Sea tribunal. As the result of the exam- 
ination he finds that the amount of damages 
has never been determined, and that the Paris 
tribunal said nothing about the amoupt of the 
liability, It was agreed that eighteen vessels 
had been seized upoa the high seas and one 
vessel in United States waters. The United 
States attorneys, however, insisted that 
ten of these vessels belonged to citizens of 
this governinent, though nominally they had 
British registers, having been purchased by 
an unnaturaltzed British blacksmith in San 
Francisco for $1 in order that they might get 
a British register, though they belonged to and 
were manned by citizens of this country. Be- 
sides this $50,000 of the claim was entered 
by four other vessels that were never seized 
but only warned off. A claim for $2,000 
was entered by a vessel which was only held a 
short time under suspicion. The correspond- 
ent says: 


This leaves four vessels to be 3 for 
which claim $27.500 for detention and general 
damages and $54,500 for the value of the seals 
they did nat catch—that is, the profits of the 
cruise they did not make because they were in- 
terfered with. One of the vessels asks $16,600, 
another $15,800, another $12,700, and another 
$9,400. In addition to this the Captains and 
mates of the nineteen vessels claim 631,000 
damages for wear and tear of mind. loss of repu- 
tation, and personal mortification. Of this sum 
$18,000 is claimed by American officers of Amer- 
ican 2 and $13,000 by officers of British 
vessels 


As a matter of simple justice it now be- 
comes necessary for Congress, first, to ascer- 
tain why Secretary Gresham is so prompt in 
his desire to pay a claim which the attorneys 
of the United States resisted, and why he 
made such an agreement, and, second, be- 
fore a cent of this unjust sum is paid to make 
a thorough investigation of all the circum- 
stances.

grains in weight and nine-tenths fine. The 
contracts are drawn. by ekilled lawyers, and 
tnese mortgages now are in force all the way 
from Mainé to California. So the cheating 
proposed by the silver monometallists would 
not be so profitable as they count on. In the 
Southern States the indebtedness is not so 
much in the shape of a mortgage on the land 
as it is a lien on the next crop. Money is bor- 
rowed there this year to be paid out of the 
proceeds of the crop of next year, or to be 
paid in the produce itself. The existence of 
these crop liens is one of the great causes of 
Southern Populism. But the merchants in 
city and country who make these advances 
would know beforehard what was to be done. 
They would demand better security, and put 
on the screws if necessary in order to obtain 
it. So there really would be but a slight gain 
after all to the farmers of the South if their 
demand for cheap money were granted. The 
proposed cheat would not be a success except 
toa very limited extent, and far :aore of the 
resulting mischief would fall on the farmers 
and the workers than on those whom it was 
proposed to dumage by the steal,

Most of the important points made in the 
report by the Secretary of the Treasury were 
stated briefly in the message of President 
Cleveland. Thereare afew other features 
which may be mentioned. Secretary Carlisle 
states that the express reason for the proposed 
limitation of national bank notes to amounts 
not less than $10 each is that it will provide 
a wider field for the active circulation of our 
silver coins and certificates, which now con- 
stitute about one-fifth of the entire volume of 
our currency. and to protect the Treasury as 
far as possible against the accumulation of 
certificates returned in payment of customs 
and other dues to the government.” He 
proposes that banks desiring to redeem 
their notes in gold may have them made 
payable in that coin,“ also that the 
Secretary of the Treasury may, in 
his discretion, use any surplus revenue of 
the United States in the redemption and re- 
tirement of United States legal tender notes, 
but that such redemptions shall not in the ag- 
gregate exceed 70 per cent of the additional 
circulation taken out by national and State 
banks under the system proposed. He 
recommends a reorganization of the customs 
districts because at many of the ports of 
entry little or no business is transacted; 
states that the appropriations heretofore made 
for enforcing the Chinese exclusion laws are 
inadequate for the purpose; expresses fears 
that the seal business will have been prac.

the tribunal of arbitration are to be submit- 
ted for a new examination; and tries to make 
a point in favor of ‘taxation for revenue.

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EXTREMELY ARISTOORATIO BRITON 
OHARGED WITH MURDER. 


Geginald Liewellyn Traherne Basset Saun- 
41 derson, Nephew of the Famous Cal. 
 *Saundersen, the Orange Leader, Said to 
Have Killed an Unfertunate Woman 
Sensational Features of a Remarkable 
Case=Circumstantial Evidence Points 
| Oata Stroug Chance of Guilt. 
Loxpox, Dec. 4.—The detectives of Scot- 
I Lard are busily at work ferreting out 
bottom facts in a sensational murder 
mystery which involves, indirectly, a number 
5 the mpst aristocratic families of Great 

ritain, . 

Nov. 26/it was announced that a mysteri- 
eus murder had been committed in Kensing- 
ton, a pophlous western suburb of this me- 
tropolis. The body of a comely, well-dressed 
young waman, 30 years of age, named 
Vawes, belynging to the unfortunate class, 
was found in a much frequented thoroughfare, 
Holland Villas road, Kensington. A hasty ex- 
amination of the body showed that her throut 
had been cut from ear to eat. The police at 
first were completely at fault and some of 
the London newspapers raised the old 
ery of “Jack the Ripper,“ although 
there was littleor no ground for so doing. 
Suspicion Centered upon 4 young man of ex- 
cellent family. named Reginald Llewellyn 
Traherne Basset Saunderson, a nephew of the 
famous Col. Edward J. Saunderson, the 
Orange leader, member of Parliament for 
North Arajagh, a magistrate and a Deputy 
Lieutenant, and the son of Liewellyn Tra- 
herne Basset Saunderson Esq., a Justice of 
the Peace of Dublin County, Ireland, who 
married Lady Rachael Mary Scott, third sis- 
ter of the Earl of Clonmell. Oneof Reginald 
Saundersdn’s aunts is Lady Edith Curoline 
Monck, wife of Henry Power Charley Stanley 
Monck, eldest son of the fourth Viscount 
Monck. Another of his aunts is Lady Maria 
Henrietta Fitz-Clarence, whose husband is a 
brother of the Earl of Munster and a grand- 
son of William IV. 
Circumstantial Evidence. 

The young man, it appears, is only 21 years 
oid, tall apd handsome, a most pleasant con- 
wersationdlist, and an expert at football, row- 
ing. and swimming. But young Saunderson 
was far from being strong-minded.. He was 
sent to the School for the Protection and Edu- 
cation of Gentlemen of Weak Intellect at 
Hampton Wick. Saunderson, according to 
the police, left that institution Nov. 25, say- 
ing he intended to attend divine service at a 


local chutch. But he was not heard of again 


until he appeared at the house of his relatives 
at Belfast some time after the murder. The 
theory of the police is that Saunderson, after 
leaving Hampton Wick, came to London and 
met the Dawes woman. The evidence which 
directly connects Saunderson with the mur- 
der is the fact that by the dead woman’s side 
the police found a knife and a cherrywood 
stick, which were subsequently identified by 
the pupils, of the institution at Hampton 
Wick as 8 belonged to Reginald Sau- 
derson. The police were soon in possession 
of the following facts: 

For months past the English newspapers 
have been devoting much space to the trial of 
a man named James Canham Read, hanged 
this morning, a married man, at one time 
as a clerk at the London docks, 
who was charged with the murder at South 
End, Engiand, June 24, of a young woman, 
Florence Dennis, with whom he had been on 
intimate terms. Saunderson, it seems, was 
deeply impressed by the accounts of the trial 
which he read in the newspapers. He would 
eagerly peruse everything published on the 
subject and seemed to brood over the case. 


| Saundersan Is Arrested. 


The police, it seems, first. got on the track 
of Sauunderson in Belfast took him into 
custody.' But while the prisoner was being 
conveyed to Dublin, en route to London, he 
succecded in escaping, but was recaptured 
yesterday at Killeshandra, near Armagh. 

There are several points in the story of the 
Kensmgton murder mystery which are yet un- 
explained: Was the unfortunate woman, who 
met death in the Holland Villas road a chance 
acquaintance of Saunderson, or had he 
known her for some time? The generai 
opinion seems to be that she was an accident- 
ai acquaintance whom the prisoner met after 
his arrival in London, and that his mind hav- 
ing become completely unhinged from brood- 
ing over the detalls of the South End murder 
he felt impelled to kill the woman, and so cut 


her throat and. fled, leaving the knife and 


‘walk tick behind. 

Saundérson arrivea four or five days ago at 
Nabilla, the residence of Mrs. Kate Jones, a 
widow, two miles from Castle Saunderson, 
the residence of Col. Saunderson. It was re- 
marked that he hada scanty outfit. He looked 
itl and was reserved.

This letter fell into the 
hands of the Scotland Yard authorities, and 
was one of the clews that led to his arrest.

derstood to favor a liberal policy in regard to the 
treatment of colonial questions. The St. James 
Gazette, hewever, disapproves of the plan of as- 
sisting 4 new line of steamers by dividing the 
subsidy pow paid fer carrying the mails to New 
York. @ government is quite rich enough to 
pay for its bi-weekly service to New York and 
for a weekly line to Canada as well. The ex- 
pense Would not be great and we should get a 
new set of splendid steamers which would be 
availe ag cruisers. The most interesting 
part of report relates to preferential trade ar- 
ran ts among the colonies themselves and 
betw the colonies and Great Britain. The 
Ear! of Jersey does not find any valid objection 
to this and thinks we can, if we like, graut pref- 
erential trade advantages to our colonies, though 
the unlucky Belgian and German treaties pre- 
vent 2 getting any benefits in exchange 
which are not shared by Germany and Belgium. 
Obviously the first thing to do is to get these con- 
ventions modified. 

The Gazetiedoes not believe the govern- 
ment ie likely to trouble itself in the report, 
which, it adds, is evidently a mere suggestion as 
to commercial arrangements for the colonies. 


JAPAN THINKS CHINA IS NOT HUMBLED. 


Wants ‘Mere Proofs of Submissivn Before 
| She Talks of Peace. ! 

Loxpox, Dec. 4.—According to advices re- 
ceived from an excellent authority the nego- 
tiations for peace between China and Japan 
are not making as rapid strides as supposed. 
It seemns certain that Japan intends to insist 
upon stronger and more tangible proofs of 
China's submission before talking of peace, _ 
A dispatch from Tokio says a report, to 
which much credence is given, is current 
there to the effect that Field Marshal Yama- 
gata, commander of the Japanese army, is so 
seriously indisposed that it has been decided 
necessary for him to be invalided, and one of 
the court chamberlains has started for the 
front with a message from the Emperor. 
Lieut.-Gen. Nodzu has been promoted to be a 
General and will at once resume command of 
the first Japanese army. Capt. Miura has 
been appointed to the command of the cruiser 
* amashiro, and the late Harbormaster at Sa- 


Se-Bo has been made Governor at Port Ar- 
thur. 

Wasnuinetos, D. C., Dec, 4.—4 dispatch 
from official Japanese sources giving an ac- 
count of Commissioner Dietring’s peace mis- 
sion was received here today by a man in the 
diplomatic service, It follows: | 

Mr. Dietring, Commissioner in the Chinese 
customs service at Tien-Tsin, arrived at that 
place Nov. 26, and expressed the wish to person- 
ally deliver to Count Ito a letter from the Vice- 
roy, Li Hung Chang. As. under the circum- 
stances, the proceeding was considered as aném- 
alous and contrary to usage, Count Ito refused 
to meet Mr. Distring. At the same time Mr. Diet- 
ring received telegraphic orders from Prince 
Kung. President of the Tsung Li Yamen, recalling 
bim to China. Accordingly he left Kove Nov. 26, 
but before going he sent the Viceroy's letter to 
Count Ito by post. The objest of the letter was 
to ascertain the conditions upon which peace 
may be restored. He also said Li Hung Chang 
had obtained the sanction of the Emperor of 
China to the mission of Mr. Dietring, which had 
for its object the purpose of confidentially ascer- 
taining the views of the Japanese Government, 
but Mr. Dietring's sudden return to China under 
orders of the President of Tsung Li Yamen, ap- 
pears to throw some doubt upon the accuracy of 
this statement. 


THEIR DISAPPOINTMENT IN GROVER. 


London Times Financial Article and 
Ita Comment on the Message. 

Loxbox, Dec. 5.—In its financial article 
this morning the Times, remarking that 
operators in the market for American railroad 
securities showed their disappointment in 
President Cleveland's message by offering for 
sale several of the leading stocks, says that 
the absence of a provision for increasing and 
protecting the Treasury's store of gold has 
been comimented upon, but it should not be 
forgotten that if greenbacks were withdrawn 
to enable an increased circulation of national 
bank notes the Treasury would not require to 
hold gold to as great an extent as now. It is 
improbadle, however, that any change will be 
made until the Republicans are in actual 
power, and long before that we shall obtain 
more light on the question of whether America 
will not be forced to abandon gold alto- 
gether,”’ 

The Pall Mall Gazette, commenting upon 
President Cleveland’s annual message to Con- 
gress, says this afternoon: 

President Cleveland reiterates his faith in free 
trade; but, we do not expect to get anything 
more out of the tariff controversy. That chance 
is lost until the Democrats return to power with 
more sense in their heads. America is going to 
bid for the supremacy of the seas. While we do 
not fear the. contest, this policy will in time seri- 
ously affect our carrying trade. 

The Globe says: 

There is no touch of spread-eagleism in the 

message or the slightest desire to tweak John 
Bull’s nose. On the contrary, President Cleve- 
land has the courage to display a friendly atti- 
tude to Great Britain on certain questions which, 
if roughly handled, would easily provoke inter- 
national umbrage. We advisedly call his lan- 
guage courageous, for his careful avoidance of 
other sort of talk is certain to provoke the wrath 
of the Irish-Americans. As in foreign affairs, so 
in domestic affairs is there ample proof that he 
has the courage ef his convictions. 
A dispatch from Berliu says a good impres- 
sion has been made there by Mr. Cleveland's 
concessions in regard to the removal of the 
discriminating duty of one-tenth of a cent a 
pound on sugars from countries paying an 
export bounty on sugars. The President’s 
attitude on the Samoan question, as expressed 
in his message to Congress, has also made a 
good impression. 


GROWLERS ARE NOW FACE TO FACE. 


America’s Withdrawal from the Samoan 
Convention Affects Germany. 

Lonpon, Dec. 5.—The correspondent of the 
Times at Berlin, noting an untl. British dia- 
tribe in the Kreuz Zeitung, an ultra-conserva- 
tive organ, declaring that Great Britain is 
now the sole disturbing element in Europe, 
says this expressesa feeling that is general. 
The German press has assumed such intensity 
since the reports of the Anglo- Russian entente 
that the government cannot afford to igaore 
it. It wouldbe-equally as difficult to remove 


the distrust as to assign a cause for it, but it 


appears coincident with the revival of the 
spirit of the colonial adventure in Germany. 
Germans complain that the British block 
their way in Southezst Africa and Samoa. 
The withdrawal of the United States from the 
Samoan convention, as foreshadowed in Presi- 
dent Cleveland’s message to Congress, will 
leave Germany and Great Britain face to face, 
and will stimulate Germany's desire to get rid 
of the only party standing in the way of the 
coveted prize.

Destroyer of Women Pays the Extreme 
* Penalty in England. 

Loxpox, Dec, .4,—James Canham Read, 
who was convicted of the murder of Florence 
Dennis at South End June 24, was hanged at 
Chelmsford today. Read wasa married man 
who had been intimate with the woman he 
was convicted of killing. The trial attracted 
considerable attention in England and Robert 
Buchanan, the playwright and author, took a 
great interest in the case and recently wrote 
a letter advocating a reprieve for the con- 
demned man on the ground that it was not 
clearly proved that he murdered Florence 
Dennis.

TURKISH PROMISES CONSIDERED WEAK. 


More Action Required in Regard to Ar- 
menian Investigations. 

Loxpox, Dec. 4,—It is announced on excel. 
lent authority that the dispatch of the Turkish 
commission to inquire into the outrages in 
Armenia will probably not be considered suf- 
ficient to satisfy the European powers. Ad- 
vices received here tend to show that more 
energetic action will be necessary te secure 
the enforcement of the Berlin treaty, 

The Times says it believes the Earl of Kim- 
berley, Secretary of State for Foreign Affuirs, 
has made energetic representations to the 
Porte to the effect that the latter's order to 
the Turkish commission to make a searching 
inquiry into the Armenian massacre was not 
enough, as the report of a purely Turkish 
commission would not inspire any public 
confidence. The Times adds that the Sultan 
has now come to recognize this simple truth, 
and he is reported to be ready to admit an in- 
dependent element to form part of the com- 
mission. Continuing, the Times says: “In 
the interests of truth and justice we trust that 
this report is well founded.“ 

The Daily News, commenting on the Ar- 
menian) refugees’ story of outrages, says: 

Ther¢ is no question of the Earl of Kimberley’s 
disposition to see justice done, but he has the 
right téj;demand the support of the powers. No 
reason of so-called. policy ought to make them 
slack in this obvious duty. Turkey's worst mis- 
fortunes, and by consequence the worst assaults 
on the. European equilibrium as the political 
fetich of a certain school, have sprung from 
Turkish crimes. This new and, if possible, more 
awful crime than all that have gone before con- 
stitutes the only danger that threatens the 
world’s: peace. 


The Chronicle says it is the business of. 


Europe to see that the perpetrators of the 
outrages are punished. The time is fast ap- 
proaching when the final breakup of Turkish 
rule in Europe must be faved. All the morn- 
ing papers have published at great length the 
story of the outrages that the Associated 
Press received from its Athens representative 
Monday. 

AtuEens, Dec. 4.—The Armenian refugees 
who escaped from the districts of Armenia 
where the massacres had occurred, and whose 
terrible experiences and tales of Turkish 
atrocities were cabled yesterday, are now lo- 
cated here in small, windowless rooms. They 
sleep on the floor, four or five together, and 
are entirely destitute. Their compatriots in 
this city are all poor people, but they are 
helping them as far as they can with clothing 
and food. The refugees are fine. stalwart 
men, who wandered separately to the mount. 
ains, avoiding all rouds. Some of them suc- 
ceeded in reaching Trebizonde and others 
reached Kerassoon, where they embarked on 
board a Greek steamer. When this vessel ar- 
rived at Constantinople and at Smyr- 
na the kind-hearted Captain concealed 
them in the hold and coal bunkers 
until all danger of being captured by the 
Turkish authorities was passed. It was ex. 
pected that the steamer would be searched at 
both these ports, as the Turks are doing every- 
thing possible to prevent the escape of Ar- 
menians who may tell of the atrociiies perpe- 
trated by the Turkish soldiers. The refugees 
are all agricultural laborers. One of the ref. 
ugees, when the massacre began, made his 
way toa cave, in which he found refuge for

Account ef the Armenian Massacre Is

now compeiled to acknowledge the accuracy 
of the account of the Armenian massacre 
sent, as stated exclusively in the World, by an 
American missionary at Van. The Times’ 
corroboration of that des¢ription today, 
though published anonymously, came from 
the British Consul at Van and was submitted 
to the advisers of the Sultan by the British 
Ambassador at the Porte before being for- 
warded to England. The Secretary of the 
Anglo-Armenian Association stated to the 
World correspondent today that the foreign 
office now has overwhelming proofs of the 
reliability of the original deseription. Lord 
Kimberley, Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs, is under engagement to speak in 
London Thursday night. He is bemg sub- 


jected to strong pressure to make an emphatic | 


declat ation in behalf of the British Cabinet 
that England will insist not only on repara- 
tion for the horrors already perpetrated, but 
exact the fullest guarantees against their 
recurrence, Armenian subjects in Russia also 
are urging the St. Petersburg authorities to 
coéperate with England, and the Armenian 
community in London is hopeful that at last 
there is a prospect of their race being pro- 
tected from Turkish atrocities. 

The proposals of an international com- 
mission, first made through the Worid, as the 
only security for an effectual iuquiry, is being 
The British Ambassador at 
the Porte suggests that the British Consul at 
Van be added to the Turkish commission al- 
ready dispatched, but the Anglo-Armenian 
Association is urging that the British Com- 
missioner should be an official of high status 
sent specially from London, armed with au- 
thority direct from the Cabinet. Complicity 
of the Turkish Ministry in the massacres 
being proved they deem it essential that an 
English official with weight of experience 
should be sent, as every means will be 
adopted by the Porte to destroy the efficacy 
of the inquiry and to shield the Turkish mur- 
derers. 

The World correspondent learns that the 
friends of the Armenians here find a strong 
disposition in the Foreign Office to evade 
adopting decisive measures against the Porte, 
but they are resolved to continue the agita- 
tion and force the hands of Kimberley if nec- 
essary. 25 

The World correspondent hears that Glad - 
stone’s attention has been drawn to the hor- 
rors perpetratea by Turkey, and though he is 
unwilling- todo anything to embarrass the 
government, he may yet be induced to make 
a declaration which would greatly strengthen 
the hands of the friends of Armenia in forcing 
the Porte to carry out its neglected obliga- 
tions under the Berlin treaty.

State Commissioners Give Interesting Fig- 
‘wres to Gov. Jackson. 

Des M Ia., Dec, 4.—[Special.]—The 
report of the Iowa Railroad Commissioners 
for the y ended June 30, 1894, has been 
filed with Gov. Jackson. The report gives the 
mileage, capital stock and indebtedness, the 
traffic ea „operating expenses, and the 
condition of the railroad companies, decisions, 
and other matter. Iowa's railroad mileage is 
given at 8,489 and employés 29,308, of 
whom 93 are’ general officers. Their com- 
pensation was $16,978,740, including 
general officers. Both employés and 
compensntion show a slight decrease. The 
average yearly compensation has increased 
from $482 in 1882 to $558 in 1894.

Von the transatlantic boats; the 


HOW IT WAS DONE. 


ASSAULT AND OAPTURE OF PORT 


ARTHUR BY THE JAPANESE. 


Vivid Description by a British Naval Of- 


fleer of the Fighting as Seen from an En- 


glish War Vessel=Great Work of Fleet 


and Army=—Effective Execution Done by 
the Torpedo 


Scientific Warfare. 


Suaneualt, Dec. 
ble. ]—An officer of the British warship Por- 
poise gives the following account of the capt- 
ure of Port Arthur by the Japanese: 

The #orpoise was standing out to sea a few 
miles on the afternoon of the 20th when we 
saw dark masses of men in solid columns, 
whom we afterwards recognized as Japanese 
infantry, deploying before the outlying forts 
of Port Arthur. The artillery was ahead en- 
gaging the Chinese, whom the Japanese had 
steadily driven inward. The Chinese line 
was falling back and abandoning position 
after position, after feeble resistance. This 
was several miles east of the fortress proper. 
The Japanese fleet was moving in line ahead, 
the three flagships leading each division and 
coéperating with the land forces. The ships 
were the followmg: 

First Division—The Matsushima, the Itsu- 
kushima, the Chiyoda, and the Hashidate. 

Second Division—The Fuso, the Hiyel, the 
Takao, and the Yayeyama. 


Third Division—The Yoshino, the Naniwa, ‘| 


the Akitsushima, and the Takachiho. 

The small gunboats were shelling the Chi- 
nese lines and were close inshore. 

The naval and military forces were moving 
beautifully together. 

The next day the advance continued. The 
Chinese outposts were all driven in and the 
outlying forts occupied. The Japanese kept 
up a terrific fire with their field artillery, ma- 
chine guns, and infantry, the big guns of the 
forts answering occasionally, and there was a 
hot fire for some time from the smaller guns, 
The fleet was moving continually, but kept 
out of range of the forts. The movements 
were now quite visible, 

Like as on Parade Formation. 

The Japanese army wasin three divisions 
and was moving as if on parade. The regu: 
lar volleys were sharp and unbroken. The 
maneuvering of the cavalry was done in 
dashing style, and they cut off the retreat- 
ing bodies that were escaping from the forts. 
The artillery was splendidiy placed and was 
doing deadly practice upon the forts. The 
Chinese were replying in an unspirited and 
desultory way, and evidently without any one 
directing then. The two northerly and east- 
erly forts were occupied at noon. 

The Chiyoda and another cruiser then 
steamed around to Pigecn Bay, on the other 
side of the peninsula, and began to drop 
shells among the forts, which could not see 
the two ships. But apparently this was 
done more with the object of making a di- 
version than of doing material injury to the 


enemy. 


The Torpedo Fiotilla’s Attack. 


On a signal from the General on Shore, Ad. 
miral Ito's crujsers all steamed past the forts 
just outside of nge, when ten torpedo boats, 
covered by two cruisers specially detailed for 
the duty, divided into two squadrons of four 
each, dashed inside the fire line of the 50-ton 
guns and began plying their machine and 
rapid fire guns with deadly effect on the Chi- 
nese, who had been driven in an easterly 
direction from the water side forts by the 
Japanese army. 

The other torpedo boats tore into the mouth 
of the harbor and cut off the retreat of two 
small Chinese steamers which were stealing 
away along the shore. The first steamer 
reached the extreme point of the land to the 
east, landing some one in a skiff, which after. 
ward — him aboard a steamer lying 
some miles outside. The torpedo boats, how- 
ever, afterward drove the two small steamers 
ashore, peppering them terribly under the 
very noses of the small forts, which fired 
seven-pound shells at the torpedo boats with- 
out hitting them. One steamer was sunk and 
the other was beached. 


Blazing Away at the Ships. 


The forts meantime were blindly blazing 
away at the Japanese fleet. The line aim of 
the gunners was good, but the shots fell short 
from lack of elevation. 

The Porpoise found the fireso hot that it 
had to steam outside at full speed. The tor- 
pedo boats were dashing about in all direc- 
tions, wherever they could get a shot at the 


Chinese, but were obeying the signals of the 


convoying cruisers, which again followed the 
orders conveyed by Field Marshal Oyama’s 
field telegraph. 

The Chinese big guns fired fifteen rounds at 
the Japanese fleet. ‘The latter did not reply, 
however, only drawing the fire off the torpedo 
boats, which did all the work. 

The British: officer speaks enthusiastically 
of the latter, which, he says, would be a credit 
to any navy for their dash; skill, and pre- 
cision, which will make them a valuable ad- 
junct in future military operations. 

Gradually the firing of the Chinese guns on 
the land side was silenced, the-gunners de- 
serting their posts before the hailstorm from 
the machine guns, the rapid fire guns, and the 
infantry. 

All night the Japanese gunboats and three 
ofthe larger vessels were throwing shells 
among the flying Chinese troops, who were 
escaping eastward, a mere rabble. 


Opinions of Experts. 


All the naval and military experts consider 
the achievement of the Japanese as marvel- 
ous. They astonished every one. They are 
equal to any European army or navy. The 
Japanese Generals and officers spoke of the 
inatter with quiet dignity and without boast- 
ing. The men were held in splendid restraint 
throughout the engagement, and there was no 
unnecessary bloodehe i. It was an — eg 
wor victor}, of which any nation might be 
proud. 

The Porpoise left for Chefoo, returning with 
the British fleet, which visited the place. 

The British officers were perfectly aston- 
ished at the order introduced by the new- 
comers in two dags after the capture of the 
port, Some of the Japanese vesseis had gone 
into dock and were being overhauled and 
painted asgalmly as if they had been there 
for years. 

Port Arthur was simply abandoned. The 
Chinese behaved disgracefully. When the 
final attack was made by the Japanese the 
place had a garrison of 9,000 men, of whom 
one-third were destroyed. 

The person who escaped to the steamer 
was Kung, the Taotaiin charge of the whole 
fortress. 

The British officers think that the taking ot 
Wei Hai Wei will bea simple affair for the 
Japanese after this victory. 


Fighting Qualities of the Japanese. 


Asked his opinion of the Japanese as allie 
the British officer replied: would 
make yery bad enemies. We could smash 
them at sea probably, but we could do noth- 
ing against Japan on land. We can teach 
them nothing in military science. They are 
masters of modern scientific warfare. The 
ave of Port Arthur was a perfect revela- 
ion 

The British officer fully confirms the re- 
ported atrocities committed by the Chinese 
upon Japanese prisoners, who were found 
with their heads and dismembered limbs 
stuck on stakes along the roadsides. |

A OAT WITH A RAT POR A OHUM. 


The Odd Pair of Pets That Take Delight 
in Each Other’s Company. 

Fort Niacara, N. X., Nov. 29.—Gorley 
Phelps, a farmer living two miles east of 
here on the shore of Lake Ontario, has an odd 
pair of pets. They are a cat and a rat. They 
are the best, of friends, They eat together, 
sleep together, and play together.

PENSION LIST HAS DOUBLED, 


Extraordinary Growth in Six Tears Has 
the High-Water Mark Been Reached? 
New York Sun (Dem.): The annual report 

of the Commissioner of Pensions shows that 

the number of pensioners on the roll June 30 

last was 969,544, and that me total amount 

of pensions paid durmg the fiscal year then 
ending was $139,804,461. 

It is gratifying to learn that the pension list 
has not yetreached a million, The net in- 
crease during the last fiscal year was only 
3,532. Compared with the increase of the 
three or four years preceding, this is almost a 
startling change in the situation:

LAKE SHIPPING NEWS. 


. Profitable to Underwriters. 


The winter navigation of this season is proving 
arich harvest for the insurance underwriters 
who have the courage to take the risks on car- 
goes so late in the season. They have collected 
a premium of from $450 to $600 on every carzo 
which has left t for several days, and thus far 
have not bad a cent of loss either from 
Lake Superior. or Lake Michigan. Owners 
are generally sendi their boats out 
without insurance, a of course, the 
grain must be fully insured. as insurance poli- 
cies must be attached to the bills of lading on the 
draft. The coal receipts are extremely large for 
December and are remarkabie for the size of 
some of the cargoes. Five boats reported at the 
Custom-House yesterday with loads that aver- 
aged 8,300 tons apiece. There are four new steel 
steamships in port with coal cargoes that average 
over 4,000 tons apiece. 


Freight« and Charters. 


CaIcaGo—Ten steamers were chartered yester- 
day to carry 565,000 bushels of corn. 220,000 
bushels of oats, and 25.000 bushels of wheat, be- 
sides some 40,000 bushels of bariey. fiax, etc. No 
single day in midsummer showed such a basiness 
as this.

MURDERER OF MISS OATHERINE GING 
or MINNEAPOLIS GETS $7,000. 


| She Draws That Amount Out of a Safety 


Vault Monday=Her Body Found the 
Same Night Lying in a Country Raad 
Ballet in Her Head and Her Money 
Gone=Detectives Intimate Some of 
the Victim’s Friends Hired the Slayer 
Arrest Expected. 

Mixx tis, Minn., Dec. 5.— [Special. 
It is practically certain now that robbery was 
at the bottom of the murder of Miss Catherine 
Ging. A man has been found who went to her 
house to ask her where she kept her money. 
The man who sent him is now under suspi- 
cion and is likely to be arrested at any time. 
Miss Ging drew $7,000 from a safe deposit 
vault Monday and this was stolen from her. 
The detectives say they soon will give out one 
of the most sensational stories ever known in 
this city, and they intimate that one of Miss 
Ging’s friends hired some one to commit the 


murder. 

This morning Mayor Eustis himself headed 
the investigation, setting the whole force of 
detectives at work and summoning to the 
office of the Chief of Police all parties whose 
business or social relations with the murdered 
woman were such that they might throw 
light upon the cause of the deed. 

Harry T. Hayward has had business rela- 
tions with Miss Ging, and was in the sweat- 
box twelve hours today under a fire of ques- 
tions. No clew was discovered by the investi- 

ation further than the fact that he had 

ned the woman large sums of money, he 
claiming to have as security notes amounting 
to $5,000 and an accident insurance policy 
of $5,000, which she had had drawn to his 
eredit, The murdered woman had been 
knovn to have large sums on her person on 
several occasions lately. . 

Late last night the body of a woman was 
found lying in the middle of a read which 
runs through a swamp just west of Lake Cal- 
houn, in the outskirts of this city. Just be- 
fore the body was discovered a young farmer 
en the way home met a horse and carriage, 
the animal being headed for the city and 
traveling at a rapid pace. He thought the 
woman had been thrown from the carriage 
and killed, and sent word to police head- 
quarters to that effect. 

When the woman’s body had been taken to 
the morgue it was found to be that of Migs 
Catherine Ging, a dressmaker, 29 years of 
age, and it was also found that her death had 
resulted from a shot from a revolver, the bul- 
let having entered her head back of her right 
ear and passed through the brain, lodging in 
mer left eye. An investigation was at once 
begun, and it was learned that she had hired 
a horse and carriage early in the evening and 
bad driven away alone when the rig was de- 
livered to her. 

At 9:30 o’clock the horse walked into the 
stable without a driver and the carriage was 
found to contain a pool of blood which had 
trickled down the back curtain of the car- 
riage and into the seat. The position of the 
body in the road, the location of the bullet 
wound, the blood in the carriage, and a bloody 
hand mark on one of the traces all indicated 
that the woman had been shot by some per- 
son who was riding with. her in the carriage 
and that her body had then been removed 
from the carriage and left in the road, 

Butte, Mont., Dec. 4.—The frozen body of 
an unknojn man 38 years of age was found 
near the race track last evening.
